SPEECH 

OF 

SENATOR DOUGLAS, 

OP ILLINOIS, 

On the President's Message, delivered in the Senate 
of the United States, December 9, 1857. 

[concluded* 1 

Now let us stop to inquire how they redeemed 
the pledge to submit the constitution to the peo 
pie. 'They first go on and make a constitution. 
Then they make a schedule, in which they pro- 
vide that the constitution, on the 21st of Decern 
her — the present month— shall be submitted to 
all the bona fide inhabitants of the territory ou 
that day, for their free acceptance or rejection, 
in the following manner, to wit: thus acknow- 
ledging that they were bound to submit it to the 
will of the people, conceding that they had no 
right to put it into operation without submitting 
it°to the people; providing in the instrument 
that if should take effect from and after the date 
of its ratification, and not before; showing that 
the constitution derives its vitality, in their esti- 
mation, not from the authority of the convention, 
but from that vote of the people to which it was 
to be ‘submitted for their free acceptance or re- 
jection.# IIow is it to be submitted? It shall be 
submitted in this form: “Constitution with Sla- 
very, or Constitution with no Slavery.” All 
men must vote for the constitution, whether they 
like it or not, in order to be permitted to vote for 
or against slavery. Thus a constitution made 
by a convention that had authority to assemble 
and petition for a i^dress of grievances, but not 
to establish a government — a constitution made 
under a pledge of honor that it should be sub- 
mitted to the people before it took effect; a con- 
stitution which provides, on its face, that it shall 
have no validity except what it derives from 
such submission — is submitted to the people at 
an election where all men are at liberty to come 
forward freely, without hindrance, and vote for 
it, but no man is permitted to record a vote 
against it. That would be as fair an election as 
some of the enemies of Napoleon attributed to 
him when he was elected First Consul. He is 
said to have called out his troops and had them 
reviewed by his officers with a speech, patriotic 
and fair in its professions, in which he said to 
them: “Now, my soldiers, you are to go to theelee 
tion and vote freely — just as you please. If you 
vote for Napoleon, all is well; vote against him, 
and you are to be instantly shot.” That was a 
fair election. [Laughter.] This election is to 
be equally fair All men in favor of the consti 
tution may vote for it — all men against it shall 
not vote at all Why not let them vote against it? 
I presume you have asked many a man thisques 
tion. I have asked a very large number of the 
gentlemen who framed the constitution, quite a 
number of delegates, and a still larger number 
of persons who are their friends, and I have re- 
ceived the same answer from every one of them. 
I never received any other answei*, and I presume 
we never shall get any other answer. What is 
that? They say if they allowed a negative vote, 
the constitution would have been voted down by 
an overwhelming majority, and hence the fel 
lows shall not be allowed to vote at all. [Laugh 
ter.] 

Mr. President, that may be true. It is no part 
of my purpose to deny the proposition that that 
constitution would have been voted down if sub 
mitted to the people. I believe it would have 
been voted down by a majority of four to one. 

I am informed by men well posted there — Dem 
ocrats—rthat it would be voted down by ten to 
one — some say by twenty to one. But is it a good 
reason why you should declare it in force, with- 
out being submitted to the people, merely be 
cause it would have been voted down by five to 
one if you had submitted it. What does that fact 
prove? Does it not show undeniably that an 
overwhelming majority of the people of Kansas 
are unalterably opposed to that constitution? 
Will you force it on them against their will, sim- 
ply because they would have voted it down if 
you had consulted them? If you will, are you 
going to force it upon them under alie plea of 
leaving them perfectly free to form and regulate 
their domestic institutions in their own way? Is 
that the mode in which I ain called upon to carry 
out thd principle of self government and popular 
sovereignty in thp Territories — to force a consti- 
tution on the people against their will, in oppo- 
sition to their protest, with a knowledge of the 
fact, and then assign as a reason for my tyranny, 
that they would be so obstinate and perverse as 
to vote down the constitution if I had given them 
an opportunity to be consulted about it? 

Sir, I deny your right or mine to inquire of 
these people what their objections to that consti 
tutioi are. They have a right to judge for them- 
selves whether they like or dislike it. It is no 
answer to tell me the constitution is a good one 
and unobjectionable. It is not satisfactory to me 
to have the President say m his message that 
that constitution is an admirable one, like all the 
constitutions of the new States that have been 
recently formed. Whether good or bad, whether 
obnoxious or not, is none of iny business and 
none of yours. It is their business, and not 
ours. I care not what they have in their consti 
tution, so that it suits them, and does not violate 
the constitution of the United States and the fun- 
damental principles of liberty upon which our 
institutions rest. 1 nm not going to argue the 
question whether the hanking system established 
in that constitution is wise or unwise. It says 
there shall be no monopolies, but there shall be 
one bank of issue in the State, with two branches. 
All I have to say on this is, if they want a bank- 
ing system, let them have it; if they do not 
want it, let them prohibit it. If they want a 
bank with two branches, be it so; if they want 
twenty, it is none of my business; and it matters 
not to me whether one of them be on the north 
side, and the other on the south side of the Kaw 
river, or where they shall be. While I have no 
right to expect to he consulted on that point, I 
do hold that the people of Kansas have the 
right to be consulted, and to decide it, and you 
have no rightful authority to deprive them of 
that privilege. It is no justification, in my mind, 
to say that the provisions for the eligibility for 
the offices of Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
require twenty years’ citizenship to the United 
States. If men think that no person should vote 
or hold office until he has been here twenty 
years, they have a right to think so; and if a 
majority of the people of Kansas think that 
no man of foreign birth should vote or hold 
office, unless he has lived there twenty years, 
it is their right to say so, and I have no 
right to interfere with them; it is their business, 
not mine; but if I lived there, I should not be 
willing to have that provision in the constitution 
without being heard upon the subject and allowed 
to record my protest against it. I have nothing 
to say about their system of taxation, in which 
they have gone back and resorted to the old ex- 
ploded system that we tried in Illinois, but aban- 
doned because we did not like it. If thev wish 
to try it and and get tired of it and abandon it, 
be it so; but if I were a citizen of Kansas I would 
profit by the experience of Illinois or^ that sub- 
ject and defeat it if I could. Yet I have no ob- 
jection to their having it if they want it; it is 
their business, not mine. 

So it is in regard to the free negroes. They 
provide that no free negro shall be permitted to 
lit* in Kansas. I suppose they have a right to 
say so if they choose; but if I lived there I should 
want to vote on that question. We, in Illinois, 
provide that no more shall come there. We say 
to the other States, “take care of your own free 
negroes, and we will take care of ours.” But 
we do not say that the negroes now there shall 
not be permitted to live in Illinois, and I think 
the people of Kansas ought to have the right to 
say whether they will allow them to live there, 
and if they are not going to do so, how they are 
going to dispose of them. So you may go on 
with all the different clauses of the constitution. 
They may be all right; they may be all wrong. 
That is a question on which my opinion is worth 
nothing. The opinion of the wise and patriotic 
Chief Magistrate of the United States is not worth 
anything as against that of the people of Kansas, 
for they have a right to judge for themselves, 
and neither President, nor Senators, nor House 



of Representatives, nor any other power outside 
of Kansas has a right to judge for them. Hence, 
it i 9 no justification, in my mind, for the violation 
of a great principle of self-government to say 
that the constitution you are forcing on them is 
not particularly obnoxious, or is excellent in its 
provisions. 

Perhaps, 9ir, the same thing might be said of 
the celebrated Topeka constitution. I do not 
recollect its peculiar provisions. I know one thing, 
we Democrats, we Nebraska men, would not 
even look into it to see what its provisions were. 
Why? Because we 9aid it was made by a polit- 
ical party, and not by the people; that it was 
made in defiance of the authority of Congress; 
that if it wa9 as pure as the Bible, as holy as the 
ten commandments, yet we would not touch it 
until it was submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple of Kansas in pursuance of the forms of law. 
Perhaps that Topeka constitution, but for the 
mode of making it, would have been unexcep 
tional. I do not know; I do not care. You have 
no right to force an unexceptionable constitution 
on a people. It does not mitigate the evil, it 
does not diminish the insult, it does not amelior 
ate the wrong, that you are forcing a good thing 
on them. I am not willing to be forced to do 
that which I would do if I were left free to judge 
and act for myself. Hence I assert that there 
is no justification to be made for this flagrant 
violation of popular rights in Kansas, on the plea 
that the constitution which they have made is not 
particularly obnoxious. But, sir, the President 
of the United States is really and sincerely of 
the opinion that the slavery clause has been fair- 
ly and impartially submitted to the free accep 
tance or rejection of the people of Kansas, and 
that, inasmuch as that was the exciting and par 
amount question, if they get the right to vote as 
they please on that subject they ought to be sat- 
isfied; and possibly it might be better if we 
would accept it. and put an end to the question. 
Let me ask, sir, is the slavery clause fairly sub 
initted, so that the people can vote for or against 
it. Suppose I were a citizen of Kansas, and 
should go up to the polls and say: “I desire to 
vote to make Kansas a slave State; here is my 
ballot.” They reply to me: “Mr. Douglas, just 
vote for that constitution first, if you please.” 
“Oh, no!” I answer, “I cannot vote for that con- 
stitution conscientiously. I am opposed to the 
clause by which you locate certain railroads in 
such a way as to sacrifice my county and my part 
of the State. I am opposed to that banking sys 
tem. I am opposed to this Know Nothing or 
American clause in the constitution about the 
qualification for office I cannot vote for it.” 
Then they answer: “You shall not vote on mak 
ing it a slave State.” I then say: “I want to 
make it a free State.” They reply: “Vote for 
that constitution first, and then you can vote to 
make it a free State; otherwise you cannot.” 
Thus they disqualify every free State man who 
will not first vote for the constitution; they dis 
qualify every slave State man who will not first 
vote for the constitution. 'No matter whether or 
not the voters state that they cannot conscien- 
tiously vote for those provisions, they reply: 
“You cannot vote for or against slavery here. — 
Take the constitution as we have made it; take 
the elective franchise as we have established it; 
take the banking system as we have dictated it; 
take the railroad lines as we have located them; 
take the judiciary system a9 we have formed it; 
take it all as we have fixed it to suit ourselves, 
and ask no questions; but vote for it, or you 
shall not vote either for a slave or a free State ” 

In other words, the legal effect of the schedule 
is this: All those who are in favor of this con- 

stitution may vote for or against slavery, as they 
please; but all those who are against this consti- 
tution are disfranchised, and shall not vote at 
all. That is the mode in which the slavery pro- 
position is submitted. Every man opposed to 
the constitution is disfranchised on the slavery 
clause. How many arc they? They tell you 
there is a majority; for they say the constitution 
will be voted down instantly, by an overwhelm 
ing majority, if you allow a negative vote. This 
shows that a majority are against it. They dis 
qualify and disfranchise every man who is against 
it, thus referring the slavery clause to a minority 
of the people of Kansas, and leaving that mi 
uority tree to vote for or against the slavery 
clause, as they choose. 

Let me ask you if that is a fair mode of sub 
mitting the slavery clause? Does that mode of 
submitting that particular clause leave the peo 
pie perfectly free to vote for or against slavery 
as they choose? Am I free to vote as I choose 
on the slavery question, if you tell me I shall 
not vote on it until I vote for the Maine liquor 
law? Ami free to vote on the slavery question 
if you tell me that 1 shall not vote either way 
until I vote for a bank? Is It freedom of elec 
tion to make your right to vote upon one ques- 
tion depend upon the mode in which you are go- 
ing to vote on.some other question which has 
no connection with it. Is that freedom of elec 
tion? Is that the ^reat fundamental principle of 
self government, tor which we combined and 
struggled, in this body, and throughout the coun- 
try, to establish as the rule of action in all time 
to come? The President of the United States has 
made some remarks in his message which, it 
strikes me, it w'ould be very appropriate to read 
in this connection He says: — 

“The friends and supporters of the Nebraska and 
Kansas Act, when struggling on a recent occasion to 
susluin its wise provisions before the great tribunal of 
the American people, never differed about its true 
meaning on this subject. Ever) where throughout the 
Union they publicly pledged their faith and honor that 
thev would cheerfully submit the question of slavery 
to the decision of the bona fide people of Kansas with- 
out any restriction or qualification whatever. All were 
cordially united upon the great doctrine of popu- 
lar sovereignty, which is the vital principle of our free 
lustrations.” 

Mark this: 

“Had it then been insinuated, from any quarter, that 
it would have been a sufficient compliance with (he 
requisitions of the organic law for the members of u 
convention, thcreafier to be elected, to withhold the 
question of slavery from the people, and to substitute 
their own will for that of a legally ascertained majority 
of their constituents, this would have been instautly re- 
jected.” 

Yes, sir, and I will add further, that had it then 
been intimated from any quarter, and believed 
by the American people, that we would have 
submitted the slavery clause in such a manner as 
to compel a man to vote for that which his con- 
science did not approve, in order to vote on the 
slavery clause, not only would the idea have 
been rejected, but the Democratic candidate for 
the Presidency would have been rejeted; and 
every man who backed him would have been ie- 
jected too. 

The President tells ns in his message that the 
whole party pledged our faith and our honor that 
the slavery question should be submitted to the 
people, without any restriction or qualification 
whatever. Does this schedule submit it with- 
out qualification? It qualifies it by saying, “You 
may vote on slavery if you will vote for the Con 
stitution; but you shall not do so without doing 
that.” That is a very important qualification — 
a qualification that controls a man’s vote and his 
action and his conscience, if he is an honest 
man — a qualification confessedly in violation of 
our platform. We are told by the President that 
our faith and our honor are pledged that the 
slavery clause should be submitted without qual- 
ification of any kind whatever; and now am I to 
be called upon to forfeit my faith and my honor 
in order to enable a small minority of the peo- 
ple of Kansas to defraud the majority of that 
people out of their elective franchise? 

Sir, my honor is pledged, and before it shall 
be tarnished I will take whatever consequences 
personal to myself may come; but never ask me 
to do an act which the President, in his message, 
has said is a forfeiture of faith, a violation of 
honor, and that merely for the expediency of 
saving the party. I will go as far as any of you 
to save the party. I have as much heart in "the 
great cause that binds us together as a party as 
any man living. I will sacrifice anything short 
of principle and honor for the peace of the party; 
but if the party will not stand by its principles’, 
its faith, its pledges, I will stand there, and abide 
whatever consequences may result from the po- 
sition. Let me ask you, why force this constitu- 
tion down the throats of the people of Kansas, 
in opposition to their wishes, and in violation of 
our pledges? What great object is to be attain- 
ed? Cui bono? What are you to gain by it? 

Will you sustain the party by violating its prin- 
ciples? Do you propose to keep the party united 
by forcing a division? Stand by the doctrine 
that leaves the people perfectly free to form and 



regulate their institutions for themselves in their 
ow'd way, and your party will be united and ir 
resistible in power. Abandon that great princi- 
ple, and the party is not worth saving, and can- 
not be saved, after it shall be violated. 

I trust we are not to be rushed upon this ques 
tion. Why shall it be done? Who is to be bene- 
fitted? Is the south to be the gainer? Is the north 
to be the gainer? Neither the north nor the 
south has the right to gain a sectional tdvantage 
by trickery or fraud. But I am beseeched to 
I wait until I hear from the election on the *2 1st of 
I December. I am told that perhaps that will put 
it all right, and will save the whole difficulty. — 

! How can it? Perhaps there may be a large vote 
I There may be a large vote returned. [Laughter.] 
But I deny that it is possible to have a fair vote 
( on the slavery clause; and I say that it is not pos- 
sible to have a vote on the constitution. Why 
wait for the mockery of an election, when it is 
provided unalterably that the people cannot vote 
— when the majority are disfranchised? But I am 
told, on all sides, “Oh, just wait, the pro slavery 
clause will be voted down.” That does not obvi 
ate anv of ray objections; it does not diminish 
any of them. You have no more right to force 
a free State constitution on Kansas than a slave- 
State constitution. If Kansas wants a slave 
State constitution, 9he has a right to it; if she want? 
a free State constitution, she has a right to it. It is 
none of my business which way the slavery clause 
is decided. I care not whether it is voted down or 
voted up. Do you suppose, after the pledges of 
my honor that I would go for that principle and 
leave the people to vote as they choose, that I 
would now degrade myself by voting one way if 
the slavery clause be voted down, and another 
way if it be voted up? I care not how that vote 
may stand. I uke it for granted that it will be 
voted out. I think I have seen enough in the 
last three days to make it certain that it will be 
returned out, no matter how the vote may stand. 
[Laughter ] 

Sir, I am opposed to that concern, because it 
looks to me like a system of trickery and jug 
glery to defeat the fair expression of the will of 
the people. There is no neccessity for crowding 
this measure, so unfair, so unjust as it is in all its 
aspects, upon us. Why can we not do now what 
we proposed to do in the last Congress? We 
then voted through the Senate an enabling act, 
called “the Toombs bill,” believed to be just and 
fair in all its provisions, pronounced to be al- 
most perfect by the Senator from New Harap 
shire (Mr. Hale,) only he did not like the man 
then President of the United States, who would 
have to make the appointments. 

Why can we not take that bill, and, out of com- 
pliment to the President, add to ita clause taken 
from the Minnesota act, which he thinks should 
be a general rule, requiring the constitution to 
be submitted to the people, and pass that? That 
unites the party. You all’ voted with me, for 
that bill, at the last Congress. Why not stand 
by the same bill now? Ignore Lecompton, ignore 
Topeka; treat both those party movements as ir 
regular and void: pass a fair bill — the one that 
we framed ourselves when we were acting as a 
unit; have a fair election, and you will have peace 
in the Democratic party, and peace throughout 
the country, in ninety days. The people want a 
fair vote. They will never be satisfied without it. 
They never should be satisfied without a fair vote 
on their constitution. 

If the Toombs bill does not suit mv friends, 
lake the Minnesota bill of the last session — the 
one so much commended bv the President in his 
message as a model. Let us pass that as an en- 
abling act, and allow' the people of all parties to 
come together and have a fair vote, and I will go 
for it. Frame any other bill that secures a fair, 
honc9t vote to men of all parties, and carries out 
the pledge that the people shall be left free to 
decide on their domestic institutions for them 
selves, and I will go with you with pleasure, and 
with all the energy I may possess. But if this 
constitution is to be forced dowu our throats, in 
violation of the fundamental principles of free 
government, under a mode of submission that is 
a mockery and insult, I will resist it to the last. 

I have no fear of any party associations being 
severed. I should regret any social or political 
estrangement, even temporarily; but if it must be, 
if I cannot act with you &ud preserve my faith 
and my honor, I will stand on the great princi- 
ple of popular sovereignty, which declares the 
right of all people to be left perfectly free to 
form and regulate their domestic institutions in 
their own way. I will follow that principle wher- 
ever its logical consequences may take me, and I 
will endeavor todefend it against assault from 
any and all quarters. No mortal man shall he re 
sponsible for any action but myself. By my ac- 
tion I w ill compromit no man.

London, Dec. 1, 1857. 

The recovery in the money market described 
in the advices by the Europa, has made further 
progress. Consols have continued to be well sup- 
ported and there have been no further failures of 
great importance. One house has succumbed, 
but it had been considered weak for a long time 
past Bullion continues to flow into the Bank, 
the best paper can be readily discounted at a 
fraction below the minimum of 10 per cent 
charged by that establishment, and the people are 
beginning to look forward to a lowering of the 
rate within the next two ot three weeks, which 
once commenced will be likely to go on with 
great rapidity. 

Consols at the last date had advanced to 91 
They have since touched 9l%, but this sudden 
movement led to a reaction, and at one time to 
day there were sellers at 91. Subsequently the 
market has become steadier and the final quota 
tion this evenifig was 91^. 

The failure just alluded to was that of Mr. 
Henry Hoffman. His liabilities are estimated at 
£101), OOU, and the assets are not expected to be 
very productive. He was a general merchant, 
and has been bit by the suspensions on the conti 
nent and elsewhere; and also, it is believed, by 
speculation in produce. 

Great exertions are still being made at Glas 
gow to resusitate the Western Bank of Scotland 
and the City of Glasgow Bank. In the latter 
case probably the attempt may be successful. — 
The City of Glasgow Bank is not supposed to 
have incurred great losses, and it asks only four 
months in order to meet in cash its four millions 
of deposits But the Western Bank of Scotland 
is shown by everything that transpires to have 
been one of the vilest nests for reckless specula 
tors that has ever been known even in the history 
of joint stock banks. It asks a subscription of a 
million sterling, and two years* grace from its 
depositors to enable it to go on; and the charac- 
ter of banking assets which will require such a 
period for realization can teasily be imagined.— 
Still the body of persons interested is so lar^e 
and influential, and the interests of the directors 
in preventing exposure so great, that not a stone 
will be left unturned to enable it to resume its 
career. The case, however, seems too flagrant 
for the possibility of success. 

It is said that no measures of general finance will 
be brought forward in Parliament until the re^ 
ular meeting in February, aud also, that although 
the extinction oi the powers of the East India 
Company is fully contemplated, that proceeding 
will likewise be deferred to the same period. In 
fact the object of the legislature being convened 
appears in the first instance simply to have been 
to obtain from them the requisite indemnity for 
the violation of the Bank charter act. That 
matter will probably lead to sufficient talk, but it 
would be vain to suppose that when once the 
Ministers are brought into the circle of actual 
debate, they can escape the necessity of answer 
ing a multitude of questions on home and foreign 
policy. There is a host of eager members anx 
ious to pour out their opinions concerning India, 
and others who will insist on knowing something 
as to the iutentiou9 regarding a new reform bilL 
Chiua. too, w ill prove a fertile topic. Then.- is a 
little question pending also with respect to the 
King of Naples, who is keeping in prison without 
trial the two English engineers belonging to the 
vessel seized at Genoa many mouths back by the 
insurgents who made a descent upon the Neapoli 
tan coast. 

In general politics there is nothing new. In 
France the commercial crisis seems to have pass 
ed with much less severity than might have been 
anticipated. All over Germany, however, and 
especially at Hamburg, its consequences have 
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been veay heavy. At the latter city failures have 
been announced by dozens, and the warehouses 
seem to be choked with produce which is unsale- 
able at any price. The leading merchants have 
shown a good deal of spirit and have united to 
form a guarantee fund, so as to enable all good

Mr Buckner’s 
my, the first shell bursting in Iront of them, I omitted in the vote on 
killing two or three others. Our guns were now 
run up, but the range at first was too long, when 
they closed in, and alter twenty or thirty rounds 
silenced the enemy, and our infantry charged 
and carried everything before them. The action 
lasted for an hour. We lost two killed, and Imd 
six severely wounded 

The enemy probably lost about one hundred — 
though this is matter of conjecture. Great havoc 
might have been committed on the fugitives had 
cavalry been available. Their guns were left 
behind them, with two wagons and three country 
carts, laden with ammunition. The 19th was oc 
cupied in destroying Bittoor. On the morning of 
the 29th, the victorious and gallani little band 
returned to Cawnpore. On their way back, the 
village of Shoo Rajpore was destroyed, and in a 
house filled with straw, live of the rebels were 
discovered by the men of the 64th, probing the 
mass with their bayonets. They dashed out, 
sword in hand, when they were immediately dis 
patched. Two of the prisoners brought in w*ere 
hanged; one ol them was the bearer of letters 
from Nena Sahib to the people in and around 
Bittoor, callirg upon the people to provide ammu 
nition and have supplies ready for his arrival ex- 
pected in the course of fifteen da vs. 



TRIAL AND EXECUTION OF THE PRINCES. 

From the London limes. 

Palace Delhi, Thursday, Oct. 15. 

The ex King, who is living in a small house 
within the palace walls, is to be brought to trial 
in a few days for aiding and abetting the mutin- 
eers. Living with him is his favorite wife, Zee 
nut Mahal, and her son, Jumna Bukht, a lad of 
about 17 or 18 years old. Two of the King’s 
sons, the Princes Kikza Bucktawur Shah and 
Mirza Mendhoo, were tried last week for aiding 
aud abetting the mutineers. One of them was 
appointed Colonel of the 11th Native Infantry, 
and the other of the 74th They were tried by 
a military commission o< five officers, with Brig a 
dier General Chamberlain as President. Evidence 
was produced before the court, principally docu 
mentary, consisting of reports, returns, etc .bear 
ing the prisoners’ seals, showing that they exer- 
cised command ot their regiments and acted. 

In their defense they pleaded total ignorance 
of the intention of the Sepoys to mutiny and said 
that when the Meerut mutineers first reached 
Delhi, on the llth of May, they, (the Princes) 
thought it was a Russian invading army! They 
were then summoned to au audience by the King, 
and in a few days after were appointed colonels

cavernous eyes that sparkle and glow when ex 
cited like miner’s lamps beneath it. It is the 
tremendous braiu power, lodged in that perpen- 
dicular precipice of a forehead, and shooting out 
it9 fires from i ta shadowed eyes, that has given 
him the soubriquet which will carry him to his 
grave. When excited and in full flow of debate, 
that massive head rolls and shakes with the em- 
phasis of his thought, and the huge hand doubles 
until the nails indent the palm, or else the broad 
open hand receives the blow of its mate, and 
italicises the sentence with a stunning report — 

The sweat pours from him profusely, and falls 
from his forehead, or is thrown clear of his 
shoulders by those inimical shakes of the head, 
as the rain drops are shaken from the trees by a 
storm. Add to this a thick bushy head of black 
hair, and a restless uneasy feeling, which pre 
vents his being at rest for five consecutive minu- 
tes, and keeps him moving from one point to an- 
other in the Senate Cuamber, and my picture of 
the “little giant” is complete. 

The Richest Man in England is the Marquis 
of Westminster, formerly Earl Grosvenor. His 
property, mostly real estate in London and in the 
counties of Cheshire and Dorsetshire, is estima- 
ted at £21, 000, OOU sterling, equal to one hundred 
millions dollars.

purposes. Buckingham Palace was built upon 
this ground, and many new squares and streets, 

.the habitations of the rich and fashionable people 
have been laid out on it. The Marquis is said 
to be a meau, miserable fellow; his income is over 
three million dollars a year, and in all probability 
whoever possesses ihe estate half a century hence 
will have a yearly income of from five to seven 
millions of dollars. There are many wealthy 
commoners who rank in wealth with the nobility.

Eulogy Run Mad — This is, emphatically, the 
age of triumphant mediocrity, and every day we 
are the more convinced of the fact The press 
has made more great men out of small, very 
small, material than one would have supposed 
existed in the land. Some persons have thought 
that the day of statesmen had gone by, bm this 
appears not to be the case. Lo! and behold 1 a 
chronicler has been found to record the deeds of 
one whose eloquence has no equal. The name 
of the peerless genius is Clarke, and his devoted

Manuel Bothello reports that four white men 
drowned near him. Another passenger reports 
eight. All of the deck hands were on duty — 
nine are known to be lost.

ment which then existed, down to the universal 
s«e< -takes of popular elections, from Governor 
down to the constable. 

The Senator then briefly stated, under the pres 
ent constitution, the slim patronage of the Gov 
ernor — the small power of appointments left to 
the courts — stated, separately, the officers elected 
by the State, by districts of counties, by counties 
alone, and by districts in counties. 

Admitted the propriety of popular elections as 
to Governor, Lieutenant Governor, members of 
Congress, Senators ami Representatives of State 
Legislature, county Judges, Justices of the Peace 
ami Constables. 

Objected strenuously to the propriety of elect- 
ing Auditor, 'Treasurer. Register, Attorney Gen 
oral. President of the Board of Ihtcrnal Improve- 
ments. and Superintendent of Public Instruction; 
as but few people in this wide spread land could 
judge of their qualifications, and lewer still cared 
•boat them; and, in many in.-i.-nces, the candidates 
for Auditor, Treasurer, and Judges of tin* Court 
of Appeals, were swapped off*, at a round rate, 
in a race for Constable. 

That the election of a Circuit Judge should 
never be submitted to the people; that in his own 
immediate circuit, the people have been blessed 
with two first rate Judges; bur. the principle was 
wrong; the pjwer and influence of wealth, and 
of popular men, was frequently felt in these elec- 
tions, and the severest te.-t put to the honesty of 
a Judge in office who was seeking the position 
again. 'They should never tie dependent for office 
on those between whom they were adjudicating, 
and that to all judicial officers the prayer “Lead 
us not into temptation,” would be appropriate. 
He contended against the immoral influences, 
nurtured by indiscriminate popular elections, with 
all the array of treating, whisky drinking, and 
political trickery, of aspirants for office. 

In reply to the remark of the Honorable Sen 
ator from Ohio, that the m*ople were honest, vir 
tm.us, and capable of self government, he said 
that he admitted the truth of the remark in the 
abstract as to a great body of the community, 
who were sober reflecting men. But unfortu 
uately, that class was divided on the great politi- 
cal questions of the day, and could not harmon- 
ize in their actions. But at the same time there 
was between those two classes a floating vote 
that might be called the drift wood in the great 
political stream, who cared not for any policy, 
and that this latter class, this dangerous element, 
held the balance of power; and whoever could 
secure that power, by any of the appliances of 
political jugling, gained the day. 

But admitting the truth (in its fullest sense) of 
the remarks of the Honorable Senator from Ohio, 
that the whole mass were h nest and capably of 
self government, then why not ask the people the 
simp.e question, which would cost nothing, “How 
do you like the organic law of the land?" If they 
liked it they could say so, and all would be right 
That would be Democratic, according to his no 
tion.-. of Democracy — the Democracy of olden 
time. The Senator said lie could not vouch that 
the Democrats of the present day fully repre 
sented the old system, as they had re vamped 
and patched up their platform so often as almost 
to destroy its identity — indeed the inquiry was 
made, w here did the Democrats procure so much 
plank, \f ith which to construetso many platforms? 
\nd it was answered that the glorious old Whig 
party, when they found that their work was done, 
and their last battle fought, had decently laid 
aside their robes, and unmoored their platform on 
the Ohio river, and as it floated by the city ol 
I Cincinnati, the Democrats there assembled, pull- 
ed it ashore, examined her timbers, and finding 
them sound, ha 1 re-con-tructe 1 their platform, 
an >( striped it with Whig plank-. All this would 
have done, but some few old Whigs seeing these 
planks, stepped upon them as Whigs, but loiiud 
themselves caught in the meshes of modem De 
mpcracy. 

And such was their strange hallucination, that 
they could not be persuaded olf, although a good- 
ly heritage had been obtained, and a sound Na- 
tional Union party had been formed, by the union 
of the virtuous, patriotic, and brave of the two 
old parties, who had pledged themselves by sol- 
emn promise, that our glorious Ui.iou should be 
preserved. • 

As a reason for now commencing the inquiry, 
the ‘Vainers of the new constitution — “ peace to 
their memory" had supposed that all wisdom 
would die with them They threw every obstacle 
in the way of amendment — made it a moderate 
life time to mature a plan — endeavored to lock 
the door of knowledge and throw away the key. 

As it took so long lo hatch and mature a plan, 
he thought it would be well enough to begin to 
ask the question, and to keep an egg always in 
the nest, that at some future day, when the work- 
ings of the present constitution should become 
intolerable, that then the proper warmth should 
be applied and the hatching consummated.
